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School board to decide on tax increase 


Approved budget calls 
for 4 percent revenue hike

A public hearing regarding the 
upcoming fiscal year’s school board 
tax rate will be held tonight, Wednes¬ 
day, Sept. 4 at 6:45 p.m., according to 


an e-mail from Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell. 

A special-called board meeting is 
set to be held at 7:15 p.m. following 
the meeting in order to vote on the 
tax rate. 

The district’s current draft budget 
for 2013-14 has been calculated based 
on a 4 percent revenue increase, 
according to Anderson News reports. 


The school board is set to approve 
its final budget in September. 

A public hearing is required if the 
board chooses a 4 percent revenue 
increase rate. 

An additional tax rate calculation 
known as “other” or subsection rate, 
at $5.84 per $1,000, would also be sub-

The Bearcats are consid¬ 
ered one of the favorites 
to make it all the way to 
the state Class 5A cham¬ 
pionship game, to be held 
in Bowling Green in early 
December. Anderson began 
its journey with an impres¬ 
sive 50-21 win at George 
Rogers Clark last Friday. 

It was a contest in which 
the Bearcats struggled a bit 
early, but eventually took 
control and won easily. 

An easy win is not 
expected Friday against a 
South Oldham team that 
is coming off the school’s 
first-ever district champion¬ 
ship and was ranked 10th 
in Class 5A in The Courier- 
Journal pre-season poll of 
the state’s coaches. Ander¬ 
son, which has never lost to 
South Oldham, was ranked 
eighth in the same poll. 

While the schools have 
been longtime rivals in 
other sports, most notably 
basketball, they have only

City council 
raises taxes 
over 3 percent 

Evans, Giles question 
why increase not more

City councilmen will add $6 for 
every $100,000 of assessed real property 
to city tax bills after approving a first 
reading of a compen¬ 
sating tax rate for the 
upcoming fiscal year. 

The council voted 
unanimously to set tax 
rates at $1.90 per $100,000 
assessed real property, a 
3.26 percent increase 

All six members of 
the council also approved 
to set personal property 
taxes at $3.07 per $100,000 
of assessed property 
values, a 1.087 percent 
increase. 

The new rates will pro¬ 
duce roughly $1.1 million 
in revenue for the city, a 
$32,185 increase from 2012. 

Real property assessments for the 
city went down by about $1.3 million 
since last year, according to council¬ 
man and finance committee chairman 
Sandy Goodlett, who cited numbers 
provided by the Property Valuation 
Administration, while personal proper¬ 
ty assessments in Lawrenceburg went 
up slightly by about $475,000. 

“We’re already starting out with less 
than what we had before,” Goodlett 
said. 

The decrease in real property assess¬ 
ments, according to Mayor Edwinna 
Baker during the special-called meet¬ 
ing held last Thursday, resulted in an 
initial compensating rate formula that

Deer season 

Kentucky considered nation's top 
trophy producing state

For hunters, it’s a day to rejoice. 
For the deer they’re trying to 
shoot? Not so much. 

Saturday marks the opening of 
the archery deer season in Ken¬ 
tucky, a day when thousands of 
eager hunters wielding bows and 


wearing camouflage will climb 
tree stands or hunker down in 
ground blinds hoping to harvest 
a “shooter” buck — or at least fill 
their freezers with quality red 
meat. 

Either way, it’s one of the 
most anticipated days each year 
for sportsmen itching to hit the 
woods. 

“I get real excited about it,” said 
Jeff Lilly, an avid outdoorsman 
and columnist for The Anderson 
News. “I really enjoy getting back 


out in the woods after a long sum¬ 
mer.” 

Lilly is far from alone in his 
enthusiasm, particularly since this 
area has been transformed from 
a sparsely populated location for 
deer to one of the best not only in 
Kentucky, but the United States. 

Last year, “Outdoor Life” 
magazine named Kentucky as the 
nation’s top destination for trophy 
deer hunting, based on a variety

Three indicted on meth charges

Three Mercer County residents 
were indicted Aug. 20 by an Ander¬ 
son County Grand 
Jury on methamphet- 
amine charges. 

Johnathan A. Tate, 

20, of 375 Main St., 

Salvisa and Justin D. 

Randsdell, 20, of 645 
Stratton Road, Salvisa, 
were each indicted on 
Class D felony counts 
of unlawful distribution of meth 
and a Class A misdemeanor for 
endangering the welfare of a minor. 

Nathan H. Hurst of 4039 Bohon 
Road, Harrodsburg was indicted on 
a Class D felony for unlawful distri¬ 
bution of meth. 

The charges again Hurst stem 
from an incident April 23 when 


Lawrenceburg Police say he “know¬ 
ingly and unlawfully distributed 
a drug product or combination 
of drug products” 
containing sub¬ 
stances known to be 
methamphetamine 
precursors, according 
to documents on file 
in Anderson Circuit 
Court. 

The charges again 
Tate and Randsdell 
stem from an April 27 incident 
when they “knowingly and unlaw¬ 
fully distributed a drug product 
or combination of drug products” 
containing substances known to 
be methamphetamine precursors, 
according to documents on file in 
Anderson Circuit Court. 

Also indicted was Kirby L. 


Sutherland, 34, of 1300 Alton Sta¬ 
tion Road, Lawrenceburg on a Class 
C felony charge of second-degree 
burglary. 

The charge stems from a Feb. 14 
incident during which Sutherland 
allegedly entered a dwelling at 1765 
Old Frankfort Road with the intent 
to commit a crime, according to 
court documents. 

The grand jury also returned 
an indictment against Heath E. 
McGuire, 36, of 139 East Showwalter, 
Georgetown for theft by unlawful 
taking, according to court docu¬ 
ments. 

The charge stems from a Nov. 

29,2012 incident when McGuire 
allegedly took control of property 
valued at $10,000 or more that 
belonged to Mary Ann Thompson, 
according to court documents.

Ex-bus driver pleads not guilty to assault charge

The former school 
bus driver charged with 
assaulting the district’s 
transportation director at 
a drive-thru restaurant 
window in July pleaded 
not guilty last Thursday 
in Anderson District Court. 

Timothy C. Broth¬ 
ers, 54, of 111 Ballard St., 
Lawrenceburg spotted 
Jeff Young, transportation 
department director for 
Anderson County schools, 
waiting at the McDon¬ 
ald’s drive-thru in the 
West Park Shopping Plaza 
around 7 a.m., city police 
said. 

Brothers then walked 
up to Young’s pick-up 
truck and punched Young 
— still sitting in his driv¬ 
er’s seat — several times in 
the face, according to the 
arrest warrant. 

Young required medical 
attention for his injuries, 
including stitches on the 
inside and outer part of 
his upper left lip and the 
inside of his lower lip, 
according to the arrest 
warrant narrative. 

Police charged Broth¬ 
ers with one count fourth 
degree assault-minor 
injury, but because the 
charge is a misdemeanor, 
did not detain him at the 
city police department at 
that time, police said. 

While police were 
tracking down witness 


statements and attempt¬ 
ing to review McDonald’s 
security footage that 
afternoon, Police Chief 
Chris Atkins said, officers 
received a call at about 
5 p.m. that Brothers had 
been seen at 
the school 
district’s bus 
garage. 

Driving a 
yellow 1977 
Chevy van, 

Brothers 
refused to 
pull over for 
police even 
after Officer Joe Saunier, 
who said he noticed Broth¬ 
ers driving his vehicle 
near The Animal Clinic on 
North Main Street, turned 
on his emergency lights 
and siren. 

Brothers eventually 
stopped his vehicle on 
Center Street, according 
to an arrest citation, but 
started backing up and 
almost struck Officer Sau¬ 
nier and a patrol unit. 

Brothers refused to get 
out of his van and became 
combative with Saunier 
and Officer Michael Cor¬ 
ley, the citation said. 

According to the arrest 
narrative, city police had 
warned Brothers three 
times that if he continued 
to resist arrest, Brothers 
would be Tased by police. 

“He looked straight at 
me and said, 4 don’t care,”’ 


the arrest report said. 

Saunier said he then 
Tased Brothers from the 
passenger side of Brother’s 
van. Brothers then fell out 
of the van and the driver’s 
door closed down on the 
Taser’s prongs, disconnect¬ 
ing them from Brothers’ 
body, Saunier said. 

As Brothers continued 
to resist police, his wife 
and another man, who 
claimed to be ex-law 
enforcement, arrived on 
scene. 

The woman and man 
“started in on” the arrest¬ 
ing officer about legal 
matters, according to the 
citation, claiming Broth¬ 
ers had filed a personal 
lawsuit against the school 
board. 

Officers told both of 
them to leave the scene, 
and they complied. 

Police arrested and 
charged Brothers with 
a fourth degree assault- 
minor injury misdemean¬ 
or for the first incident 
with Young and additional 
charges of second degree 
fleeing or evading police- 
motor vehicle, first degree 
wanton endangerment- 
police officer, resisting 
arrest and menacing in 
the second incident with 
police. 

Brothers was taken to 
Shelby County Detention 
Center and was released 
after posting a cash bond 


of $5,000. 

According to an e-mail 
from Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell, Brothers 
began his employment 
for the Anderson County 
school district in the trans¬ 
portation department in 
January 1992, and had 
been working full-time by 
October 1993. 

His last day worked 
for the school district was 
May 2011, Mitchell said. 

Mitchell confirmed 
that a lawsuit was filed 
to contest Brother’s non¬ 
renewal, and an impartial 
hearing officer upheld the 
contract non-renewal. 

According to a lawsuit 
filed in Anderson Circuit 
Court, a hearing regard¬ 
ing Brothers’ non-renewal 
was held in March 2013, 
with the hearing officer 
upholding the district’s 
decision not to renew 
Brothers’ contract based 
on neglect of duty and 
insubordination. 

An appeal and petition 
for judicial review was 
filed in April 2013 by Tim 
Brothers against the Board 
of Education and asks that 
Brothers be reinstated 
to his position with all 
back pay and benefits to 
which he may be entitled, 
according to court docu¬ 
ments. 

The Board of Education 
answered the appeal May 
23.

ject to a public hearing since it is higher 
than the compensating rate. It would also 
be subject to a recall by petition as that 
rate is higher than the 4 percent revenue 
increase rate. 

The school board recently discussed 
during a special-called work session ear¬ 
lier this month the merits of keeping its 
tax rate flat for the fifth year in a row or 
to raise its rate by choosing a 4 percent 
revenue increase tax rate. 

The school board has chosen to take 
a flat tax rate for the last four years, 
and that rate, at $5.52 per $1,000 assessed 
value, totals $8,080,416 in anticipated rev¬ 
enue for the upcoming fiscal year. 

A compensating rate, at $5.54 per $1,000 
assessed value, would increase real and 
personal property taxes by $2 on homes 
assessed at $100,000, and provide an addi¬ 
tional $30,000 in revenue for the district. 
The 4 percent revenue increase rate — the 
tax rate set to increase overall district 
revenue by 4 percent — was calculated at 
$5.76 per $1,000 assessed value. 

That means a home assessed at $100,000 
would see its property taxes go from $552 
to $576, an increase of just over 4 percent. 

According to rate calculations provided 
by Finance Officer Nick Clark, total rev¬ 
enue gained from a 4 percent revenue 
increase would be $8,431,739 for real and 
personal property, roughly a $350,000 
increase (excluding new property) in rev¬ 
enue compared to the flat rate.

produced a negative rev¬ 
enue balance. 

A compensating rate 
is calculated to produce 
approximately the same 
amount of tax revenue 
for that taxing district as 
the previous year’s rate 
did, and by law, the com¬ 
pensating rate formula 
cannot contribute less 
revenue than the year 
before. 

Therefore, City Clerk 
Robbie Hume said, the 
city had to consider a 
“substitute” compensat¬ 
ing rate of $1.90 for real 
property and $3.07 for 
personal property. 

Goodlett said the 
recommendation of 
the finance committee, 
which met to discuss the 
2013 tax rates about an 
half hour earlier, was to 
adopt the compensating 
rates for real and per¬ 
sonal property. 

The city council’s 


budget, which antici¬ 
pates about $3,559 mil¬ 
lion in revenue for the 
general fund, was cal¬ 
culated based on a com¬ 
pensating rate, Goodlett 
said. 

Councilman Ken 
Evans and Larry Giles 
spoke up about their 
concerns regarding a 
loss in future revenue if 
the council went with 
the compensating rate 
instead of a higher rate, 
either a 4 percent rev¬ 
enue increase or another 
calculated rate. 

Evans asked Good¬ 
lett if he had given any 
thought to the 4 percent 
revenue increase tax 
rate, which would have 
given the city about 
$72,000 more than last 
year’s rate. 

“It’s going to take a 
lot of years to make it 
up,” Evans said, referring 
to the revenue the city 
could have received if it 
adopted a higher rate. 

“Yeah, and there’s 
unintentional things. 


There’s no fallback 
whatsoever,” Giles said. 
“The economy is bad.” 

Goodlett said the 
council could consider 
the 4 percent revenue 
increase tax rate, at $1.97 
per $100,000 assessed real 
3roperty and $3,183 per 
8100,000 assessed value 
for personal property. 

The 4 percent reve¬ 
nue increase rate is only 
$2 more per $100,000 
assessed property than 
the compensating rate, 
Goodlett said. 

“It’s just $2 on a 
$100,000,” he said. 

After voting to 
approve the compensat¬ 
ing rate for the 2013 tax 
year, Evans and Giles 
recommended that the 
council hold a public 
hearing before the coun¬ 
cil sets its tax rates for 
2014. 

After some discussion 
by the council about 
the best date to hold a 
hearing, City Clerk Rob¬ 
bie Hume said he could 
schedule a planning ses¬ 


sion after the first of the 
year to forecast the next 
five years for the city. 

No action was taken 
on the discussion to hold 
a future public hearing 
or planning session. 

The 2013-2014 tax 
rates will be back on the 
city council agenda for 
a second reading at the 
council’s Sept. 9 meeting. 

City approves ordinance 
for electric franchise 

The city of Lawrence¬ 
burg will continue to 
receive 3 percent of gross 
receipts from all elec¬ 
tric companies in a new 
franchise agreement 
approved by the council 
in a special-called meet¬ 
ing last Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

The council unani¬ 
mously approved an 
ordinance to accept bids 
from all electric com¬ 
panies that sell electric 
energy in the city. 

The new franchise 
agreement, which was 
hammered out with 
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the input of Kentucky 
Utilities and its legal 
team, will be a 10-year 
contract with a 45-day 
period for electric com¬ 
panies to terminate ser¬ 
vices with the city. 

The city would 
receive an annual 3 
percent of gross receipts 
from each electric com¬ 
pany’s sale of electricity 
to customers. 

Although the ordi¬ 
nance opens bidding to 
all companies who sell 
electricity, the two likely 
bidders will be KU and 
Bluegrass Energy. 

Bluegrass Energy has 
agreed to sign off on the 
franchise agreement 
decided upon by KU and 
the city, Mayor Edwinna 
Baker said. 

Customers should not 
be directly affected by 
the new franchise ordi¬ 
nance agreement, City 
Attorney Robert Myles 


said. 

City to replace 
North Main curbs 

The council approved 
a resolution to accept 
reimbursement money 
from the Department 
of Transportation to 
replace curbs on Main 
Street. 

Public Works Director 
Larry Hazlett said the 
Department of Trans¬ 
portation will reimburse 
the city $10 per foot up 
to 1,000 feet for curb 
replacement. 

He said the city plans 
to use about $10,000 of 
state department reim¬ 
bursement funds to 
address the worse curb 
spots on North Main 
Street.

of factors that include 
trophy deer production, 
hunter density, avail¬ 
able food sources and 
hunter friendly regula¬ 
tions, according to the 
state’s office of Fish and 
Wildlife. 

“The trophy deer 
hunting possibilities 
in Kentucky aren’t a 
secret anymore,” said 
Jon Gassett, commis¬ 
sioner of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Last 
year, we sold deer per¬ 
mits to residents from 
every state in the coun¬ 
try. The word is out that 
hunting in Kentucky is 
just that good.” 

Anderson County is 
one of the major reasons 
why, and has become 
one of the state’s biggest 
producers of harvested 
whitetail deer. 

In 2012, Anderson 
ranked 14th among 
the state’s 120 counties. 
Hunters here reported 
2,008 harvested deer and 
were narrowly edged out 
by Henry County, which 
reported 2010. 

Topping the list was 
Owen County, which 
posted a whopping 3,751 
deer. Shelby County also 
ranked in the top 10, 
posting 2,471. 

Statewide, wildlife 
officials estimated the 
whitetail population to 
be about 750,000 before 
fawning, and that 131,395 
were harvested in 2012, 
a 9.8 percent increase 
from the previous year. 

Last year’s harvest 
included 42 reported 
entries — 31 typical and 
11 non-typical — into 
the Boone Crockett 
Club record book. These 
record deer came from 
35 of Kentucky’s 120 
counties. 

Even with tempera¬ 
tures still warm during 
September, hunters 
can expect success. For 
the past three seasons, 


record harvests posted 
for the month have 5,577 
deer in 2012,4,945 in 
2011, and 4,407 in 2010. 

“Even though weath¬ 
er conditions aren’t 
always ideal in Sep¬ 
tember, there are some 
advantages to early 
season hunting,” said 
Tina Brunjes, deer pro¬ 
gram coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Most deer, even 
mature bucks, are still 
in their summer pattern 
when bow season opens. 
They are more visible 
during daylight hours 
than later in the season 
and their daily move¬ 
ments are more predict¬ 
able. 

Deer frequent crop 
fields and weedy pas¬ 
tures in the late after¬ 
noons, especially when 
the rising moon is high 
in the sky at dusk. In 
September, these quarter 
moon periods fall on 
the 12th and 26th of the 
month. 

Anderson’s total har¬ 
vest is quite an accom¬ 
plishment considering 
that just a couple of 


decades ago deer here 
were fairly scarce. 

“I remember when 
growing up in Anderson 
County, about the only 
place you would possi¬ 
bly see deer was around 
the Avenstoke area,” 
Lilly said, referring to 
the county’s northwest 
corner near what is now 
the landfill. 

Lilly said deer were 
also around the Birdie 
area of western Ander¬ 
son County, “but you 
had to look real hard for 
pockets that had deer.” 

Lilly credits Fish 
and Wildlife’s efforts 
in stocking deer in the 
area, along with changes 
in regulations that allow 
hunters to harvest only 
one buck each year. 

“When they went to 
a one buck I remember 
a lot of us thinking that 
was crazy,” Lilly said. 
“You could only get 
one buck then you’d be 
tagged out and done. 

“Now, a lot of hunters 
won’t just pop the first 
buck they see, and that 
has helped.” 

That regulation is 
credited as one of the 
major factors in build-

ing not only Kentucky’s 
deer herd, but also the 
quality of bucks avail¬ 
able. 

Before the limit, 80 
percent of the bucks 
taken in Kentucky were 
just 11/2 years old — 
too young to grow into 
trophy class. However, 
since the state phased 
in its one-buck limit 
from 1989-1991, the 
number of young bucks 
being taken by hunters 
in Kentucky dropped 
to nearly 40 percent, 
according to Fish and 
Wildlife statistics. 

With age comes larg¬ 
er antler size. 

“If you look at the 
numbers, you’ll see that 
hunters have taken 
trophy bucks in 116 of 
Kentucky’s 120 coun¬ 
ties,” Gassett said. “If 
you do your homework 
and hunt hard, you just 
might take a trophy 
buck anywhere in the 
state.” 


Lilly, along with Wild¬ 
life officials, anticipate 
the coming season to be 
a strong one. 

“Hunters who are 
monitoring trail cam¬ 
eras or spending time 
observing deer in the 
afternoons realize it has 
been a good year for 
deer reproduction and 
survival,” said Brunjes. 

Brunjes said heavy 
rains in the spring and 
early summer created 
lots of food and escape 
cover for deer. 

The outlook for deer 
season is excellent, but 


ultimately the weather 
during modern gun sea¬ 
son in November has the 
biggest impact on over¬ 
all harvest. 

“From the deer I’ve 
been seeing on my trail 
cameras, I’ve got some 
pretty nice pictures of 
bucks and the does seem 
fat and healthy,” Lilly 
said. “I’ve seen some 
twins and triplets run¬ 
ning around. That shows 
they’re good, healthy 
and sustainable.”

ACLU Bible threat 
just the beginning 

T he American Civil Liberties Union is just getting warmed 
up, and elected officials running public meetings in 
Anderson County better dang well listen up and start pre¬ 
paring for the inevitable. 

By warning the school district about Bible distribution by the 
Gideons, the ACLU has proved its tentacles have no limits, even 
into a state where most of what that bunch presses for is flatly 
ignored — outside of Lexington and Louisville, that is. 

It’s a safe bet that when Superintendent Sheila Mitchell con¬ 
sults with the district’s attorney and school board, the Gideons 
will be told they can no longer offer Bibles to students, and not 
because the school board has suddenly lost its religion. 

Instead, that decision will be couched in fear of being sued 
should another group — faith-based or otherwise — request to 
distribute information, too. 

Imagine, if you will, the school board giving the green light 
to the Gideons, only to be approached a week or two later by a 
group of wiccans bent on sharing whatever it is they believe by 
handing out pamphlets or teaching kids to spell abracadabra. 

Were the school board to reject that request after approving 
the Gideons, the district would be sued faster than Miley Cyrus 
went from wholesome TV teen to skanky TV nightmare. 

The school board knows that such a lawsuit would cost a for¬ 
tune to defend and, frankly, that it’s nearly impossible to defend 
allowing one group access while denying another. 

In other words, it will lose. 

But the problems certainly won’t cease when the school 
board eventually pulls the plug on the Gideons. 

Next, the ACLU or another like-minded group is going to take 
umbrage with the simple fact that before the city council, fiscal 
court or school board opens its meetings, all regularly invoke the 
name of Jesus in prayer. 

That will be considered establishment of religion and which¬ 
ever group protests will do so loudly and threaten God knows 
how many lawsuits until that practice is stopped. 

And they’ll win, regardless of how many elected officials — 
with an ample amount of support from preachers, pastors and 
their faithful followers — spout righteous indignation. 

In the end, the decision will come down to a simple formula: 
how much money is the city council or fiscal court willing to 
dish out to defend a lawsuit, let alone pay damages once they 
lose. It won’t be about faith or God or anything else, it will be 
a financial decision and those in elected office simply cannot 
afford to bankrupt a community to defend that community’s 
values, no matter how tightly those values are held. 

“But wait a minute,” some will say. “This is Anderson County, 
Kentucky, and people here overwhelmingly approve of offering 
Bibles to school children and join right in when public officials 
pray out loud to our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ.” 

That’s true, but like so many other issues in America today, 
right and wrong are rarely decided by the majority, regardless 
how small the minority. 

You don’t have to like being subjected to tyranny of the 
minority, but it happens every day. 

Will this day come next week or next year? Who knows? But 
rest assured the day is coming when invocations to any deity 
in any public setting outside of church will come to a halt, and 
that includes before high school sports contests, graduation or 
anything else. 

For that, don’t blame those forced by threatened lawsuits for 
abandoning centuries-old traditions and beliefs. Instead, blame 
those who preach diversity of thought and opinion — provided 
those thoughts and opinions jive with their own.

Blackwell said she plans 
on leaving Sept. 10 around 
lunchtime, when everyone is 
wide awake. 

If Blackwell had her way, 
she said, they’d leave at night.

Blackwell’s son William, 
who suddenly hopped on the 
phone during my interview 
with Stephanie last Wednesday 
afternoon, wanted to tell me 
he wished the road trip could 
be longer. 

“I just want to keep it up 
to five weeks, because I like 
how it’s so long and I get to 
sleep in the car,” William, a 


fourth grader at Saffell Street 
Elementary, said. 

I didn’t want to break it to 
William that school will prob¬ 
ably get in the way of his 
imagined, endless adventure 
on the open road of America’s 
Interstates.

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Goal of ACLU is to purge faith 
out of Kentucky life for good 


To the editor: 

fter World War II John Dewey 
established himself as one of the 
foremost American philosophers 
and educators; it would be difficult to 
exaggerate his influence. Given that his 
theories left a lasting mark on every 
teachers’ certification program in the 
country, it’s worth noting that Dewey’s 
aim was to get young students to “surren- 
der familiar and traditionally prized val¬ 
ues,” so that their parents’ old-fashioned 
moral code might be replaced by ethics 
derived from “the findings of the natural 
sciences.” In other words, Dewey’s new 
America would be guided not by religious 
principles and traditional wisdom but by 
the doctrines of psychiatrists, sociologists 
and other supposedly enlightened experts. 

He furthermore described “the oth¬ 
erworldliness found in religions whose 
chief concern is with the salvation of the 
personal soul” as “objectionable,” because 
such religions are fit only for “minds 
that despair of the effort involved in the 
creation of a better world.” Dewey only 
respected churches that are centered 
upon progressive activism and improv¬ 
ing this world, here-and-now; he had no 
patience for those centered upon what he 
deemed fairy tales about the immortal 
soul, eternal truth and personal salvation. 

As the architect of a revolutionary 
scheme Dewey saw the problem of educa¬ 
tion as “nothing less than the problem of 
the directed reconstruction of economic, 
political and religious institutions,” i.e., how 
he and the elites who were to follow him 
could remake American society according 
to their convictions. 

In attacking Anderson County public 
schools the ACLU is enforcing Dewey’s 
program of “directed reconstruction,” and 
warning local teachers and administrators 
that they need to stop publicly acknowl¬ 
edging their own community’s values. 
ACLU lawyers are apostles of liberalism, 
which has long since become America’s 
civic religion - and a uniquely dishonest 
religion it is, insofar as it pretends to be 
neutral about the big questions. 

For government to try to evade the 
question of whether God exists is just 
another way of saying God doesn’t matter, 
just as evading the question of whether 
fetuses are human beings means that in 
practice we’re fine with an abortionist 
doing whatever he likes to them. 

Consider this: Even as the ACLU tries 
to tell the people of Anderson how to run 
what are supposed to be their schools, 
here across the county line we are being 
told how to conduct our own business by 
“our” government. Right up the road from 
y’all, the Frankfort Fairness Ordinance 
- move over, George Orwell - will make 
any employer or landlord suspected of 
homophobic business decisions answerable 
to a special committee of diversicrats. 

Right now lawsuits await every Frank¬ 


fort shop-owner who wouldn’t feel com¬ 
fortable working with a transexual, every 
landlord who wouldn’t want to rent to a 
lesbian couple as they try to adopt chil¬ 
dren. 

The Tolerance Police won’t rest until 
we intolerant people are not only driven 
into hiding but swept from the face of the 
Earth. In the long term we can anticipate 
action against churches which refuse to 
hire gay youth pastors, and pigs in drag 
will fly before any ACLU freedom-fighter 
leaps to our defense. See, when a Christian 
community offers its vision of the world 
to an atheist student, that’s one step from 
the Salem witch trials, but when a puppet 
government crams its warped definition 
of tolerance down the throat of Christian 
businessmen... well, of course that’s differ¬ 
ent.

Understanding violence and children 


I n Duncan, Okla. three 
teens have been 
charged in connec¬ 
tion with the murder of 
a 22-year-old 
man from Aus¬ 
tralia. The 15- 
and 16-year-old 
boys will be 
tried as adults 
and face life 
in prison with¬ 
out parole if 
convicted on 
the murder 
charge. The 
17-year-old boy 
was charged 
with using a 
vehicle in the discharge of 
a weapon and with acces¬ 
sory to first-degree murder 
after the fact. If convicted 
the 17 year old may receive 
a sentence of two years to 


life in prison. 

The 17 year old told offi¬ 
cers that they were bored 
and killed Lane for “the 
fun of it.” Lane was ran¬ 
domly targeted. 

This column is not 
about gun control or Sec¬ 
ond Amendment rights. 

It’s about raising safe kids. 
Understanding child devel¬ 
opment can help prevent 
violence. If adults know a 
child’s characteristics and 
needs at different ages, 
they will better under¬ 
stand the reasons for a 
child’s behavior. 

You can help protect 
your child from violent 
acting out by the way you 
interact with your child. 

A parent who understands 
their child’s development 
will be less likely to resort 


to physical or emotional 
abuse that might occur 
when they become angry 
or frustrated with a child’s 
challenging behavior. 

When children are 
young, they misbehave 
frequently because they 
are still learning. They 
don’t behave as adults. 
They are exploring their 
environment and testing 
their limits. Children who 
have their basic needs met 
are less likely to misbehave 
in the future. All children 
have the basic need to feel 
safe, loved, protected and 
accepted. They need to 
have strong, stable rela¬ 
tionships with parents or 
caregivers. They need to 
have a sense of trust in

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As fall looms, learn to store root crops 


H appy September. We 
now have 18 days 
until summer turns 

to fall. 

The orange and green 
farmer’s almanac already 
predicted a wet and chilly 
winter. The 
original Old 
Farmer’s Alma¬ 
nac with the 
pretty yellow 
cover won’t 
make their 
winter predic¬ 
tion until Octo¬ 
ber. Though 
both were off 
with their pre¬ 
dictions for last 
year. 

As of this 
writing, we’ve had 10 fogs 


in August. That means 10 
big dumps of snow for us. 
Our next little nature sign 
to watch is how long the 
leaves stay on the trees. 

The longer they stay, the 
harsher the winter. Geesh. 
I’m thinking 10 big snows is 
harsh enough. 

As the garden goes bare, 
we need to think about stor¬ 
ing our remaining food for 
the winter. Canning, freez¬ 
ing and drying works for 
most stuff, but some of you 
may just want to store. 

I got a call from my 
friend Kimmy the other 
day about storing her 
pumpkins. Well, don’t wash 
them and keep them in a 
cool, dark place. The same 
goes for winter sauash. A 


flat box with a little sand 
floor or shredded paper or 
straw is great for storing 
root crops like carrots, pota¬ 
toes and winter squash. 

Tomatoes and apples 
need to be wrapped indi¬ 
vidually in newspaper and 
placed in an open lid box. 

Keep the box in a cool 
dark place, too. 

Wrapping is very impor¬ 
tant because these two 
fart. Actually, they quietly 
release their own ripening 
gas and the paper keeps it 
from ripening so fast with 
the group. Don’t sit the 
boxes together either. 

Finish up your new 
landscaping jobs in the

easements 
provide tax benefits

s part of a tax 
bill negotiated in 
January of this 
year, Congress extend¬ 
ed until Dec. 31 the 


enhanced tax benefit 
that helps all of us who 
are interested in pro¬ 
tecting working family 
farms, clean water, and 
natural areas. 

The law enhances 
the federal tax benefits 
for landowners who 
donate voluntary con¬ 
servation agreements 
to organizations like 
Shelby Area Rural 

Conservation, Inc. 
These agreements also 


provide a win-win solu¬ 
tion for protecting natu¬ 
ral resources important 
to the community while 
keeping land in produc¬ 
tive private ownership. 

This incentive 
enables Shelby Area 
Rural Conservation to 
assist more landowners 
in protecting resources 
and rural livelihoods 
for our children’s ben¬ 
efit and for our com¬ 
munity’s future. Since 


it was first enacted in 
2006, 394 acres of agri¬ 
cultural land have been 
conserved by donation 
in Shelby County. 

Before 2006, land- 
owners were only able 
to deduct a small por¬ 
tion of the value of 
their donation. 

Now, conservation 
donors can deduct up 
to 50 percent of their 
adjusted gross income 
in any year (up from 30 


percent), and, if over 50 
percent of their income 
is from farming, ranch¬ 
ing or forestry, 100 
percent of their income 
is deductible. Addition¬ 
ally, donors can carry¬ 
forward the remaining 
value of their donation 
for up to 16 years (previ¬ 
ously six).

They are devel¬ 
oping a strong sense 
of self as independent 
individuals. Be calm, 
ignore tantrums, and 
avoid violence or ver¬ 
bal abuse. Teach your 
child how you want 
them to behave and be 
an example yourself. 

3- to 5-year-olds 

Children of this 
age can learn how 
to resolve conflicts 
without violence and 
find positive solutions 
to problems. Help 
them problem solve. 


They can learn how 
to express their anger 
with words and how 
to understand other 
people’s feelings when 
there is conflict. 

6-to 8-year-olds 

Children can learn 
social rules, understand 
right and wrong and 
become more indepen¬ 
dent of their parents. 
Parents need to con¬ 
tinue to help children 
resolve conflicts with¬ 
out violence, express 
anger with words, and 


think about the conse¬ 
quences and fairness of 
their actions. Parents 
who balance setting 
clear limits with chil¬ 
dren and allowing chil¬ 
dren to have more con¬ 
trol of their own lives 
will help them develop 
confidence and self¬ 
esteem. These children 
generally relate to oth¬ 
ers in a positive ways. 

The above ideas are 
just the beginning of 
understanding child 
development as a vio¬ 
lence prevention tool.

I’ve 
still got a few shrubs 
and roses to plant in 
front of the house. Yes, 
it might finally look like 
a gardener lives here. 

I’m going with gravel 
for mulch in these new 
permanent beds. 

I’ve noticed that 
I don’t have to weed 
hardly at all and unlike 


hardwood mulch, I don’t 
have to add more any 
every other year. 

I did put in new trees 
this spring and I will 
need to heavily mulch 
these with straw to 
protect the new roots. 
Regular watering is also 
a must this month, to 
help these new babes 
put down plenty of roots 
to survive the winter. 

I still have to dig and 
divide my beautiful 
grape iris. I’m shar¬ 
ing with my neighbor. 


When they get too 
crowded they don’t 
bloom as well. Plus, 
after you divide you’ll 
leave room for more 
babies to develop, so the 
digging, dividing and 
sharing can go on and 
on. Like a gift that keeps 
on giving. 

I also need to prune 
back my wild black 
raspberries. Given the 
fact that they grow all 
over the farm, it’s going 
to be an all day job. 

Good thing I’m going to 


have Saturdays off soon. 
Remember, you only cut 
off the canes that pro¬ 
duced berries this year. 
The new, bright green 
canes will hold next 
year’s berries, so don’t go 
crazy with the pruners. 

The only fertilizing 
to be done during this 
time of year is around 
the strawberries and 
on the lawn, if you like. 
On the lawn, you want 
something with a high 
first number, because 
grass craves nitrogen 


this time of year. You 
can use ammonium 
nitrate or an organic 
mix of bone meal, blood 
meal and wood ash to 
lightly cover the soil 
around the berries. 
Either method should 
be followed with a good 
watering. This will give 
you plenty of blooms 
next year, which means 
plenty of strawberries 
for your cereal. 

Now, I want to thank 
all who stopped by the 
stand this season to say 


hello, ask advice or pick 
up some goodies. I so 
love seeing everyone 
and will miss you over 
the winter. Remember, 
as the sign above my 
door says, “The short¬ 
est way to heaven is 
through the garden 
gate.”

Cameron, now a junior at 
Anderson County High 
School, also participated in 
the National Archery in 
the Schools All-Star World 
Championship, where his 
team handily defeated teams 
from around the world and 
he was able to share his love 
of archery with African chil¬ 
dren who had never drawn a 
bowstring. 

Their journey to Africa 
started at the end of May 
when the teenage brothers 
left Lawrenceburg and their 
parents — Brian and Holly 
— behind after being invited 
there by a professional hunt¬ 
ing guide they met during the 
NASP World Tournament in 
Orlando last year. 

While there, the brothers 
said they worked on what 
natives call a farm, skinning 
harvested animals, carrying 
around gear and building 
hunting blinds. 

During that time, the 
brothers were allowed a 
chance to try their hand at 
hunting wild African game, 
and each were able to harvest 
a mountain zebra. 

“It’s supposedly one of the 
harder ones to kill because 
of where they live,” Braden, 
an engineering student at 
the University of Kentucky, 
said. “It’s rough, rocky terrain 
at a place where a volcano 
erupted millions of years ago. 
There was rock spewed every¬ 
where.” 

The brothers used a guide, 
known in that area as a rifle 
bearer, to carry their rifles 
and lead them to game. 

u Any hunt you go on you 
have to have a rifle bearer,” 
Braden said. “They know the 
terrain and carry your guns.” 

Braden said the days were 
hot, forcing him and his 
brother to drink 3 liters of 
water during each day’s hunt. 

The rifle bearers drank 
none. 

“They wouldn’t eat or 
drink for the entire day,” he 
said. “They see that as weak 
and say it slows them down.” 

Once they bagged their 
zebras, they had the daunting 
task of getting them back to 
where they were staying by 
carrying them out one section 
at a time. 

“We were about a mile and 
a half away from the trail,” 
Braden said. “We had to carry 
it out piece by piece, over a 
mountain. It took us 18 hours 


and we got dehydrated and 
lost. 

“They’re a lot heavier than 
a deer. They’re basically don¬ 
keys with stripes.” 

The effort was worth it, 
however. The teens said the 
meat is terrific if cleaned 
properly and the zebras’ hides 
are worth about $2,000 each. 

“They are currently being 
dried at a taxidermist’s in 
Africa,” Braden said. “You can 
make a carpet out of a zebra 
hide, or hang it on the wall.” 

The brothers had hoped to 
hunt for other African game, 
but a mix-up while entering 
the country cut their trip 
short. 

“We were supposed to have 
gone hunting for elephants 
and more exotic things, but 
Namibia [the area they visit¬ 
ed] has a surplus of unskilled 
labor and they are touchy 
about it,” Braden said. “I made 
the mistake of telling them I 
was helping a big game hunt¬ 
er, and they limited our stay 
to one month. 

“It was cut short because I 
couldn’t acquire an extended 
visa.” 

Competing, teaching 

Cameron Peyton knows a 
thing or two about competing 
on some of the world’s biggest 
archery stages. 

An archer since he and 
his brother received small 
bows for Christmas as small 
children, Cameron has helped 
his school teams win a host 
of titles, including a world 
title a couple of years ago in 
Orlando. 

Cameron earned his way 


to South Africa after plac¬ 
ing third out of 2.3 million 
shooters in the NASP national 
shoot earlier this year. 

He was joined by 15 other 
American shooters on the trip 
to Africa in July, including 
several others from Kentucky. 

The American all-stars 
were divided into four teams 
of four, and handily defeated 
teams from across the globe. 

Cameron, who shot on the 
United States’ first team, said 
that tournament wasn’t with¬ 
out its struggles, though, as 
he and other team members 
became sick just before it 
began. 

“Several of the team mem¬ 
bers had a virus,” said Cam¬ 
eron, who was accompanied 
on the trip by his parents and 
Anderson County resident 
Roy Grimes, president of 
NASP. 

“I woke up in the middle 
of the night with a stomach 
ache and threw up 10 times. 
The day of the shoot, we got 
up and half the team had the 
virus.” 

Peyton’s problems didn’t 
end once the shooting began. 

After posting scores of 295 
in the first two rounds, the 
arrow rest on his bow broke. 

“When you shoot in a tour¬ 
nament you can’t adjust your 
sites,” said Cameron, adding 
that unlike most hunting 
bows, shooters cannot use pin 
sites on their bows and must 
rely on what is referred to as 
“Kentucky windage,” which 
dates back to the days of cap 
and ball firearms. 

“You use the tip of the 
arrow to aim with and hold it 
on your target,” he said. “You 


have to memorize where you 
hold for certain distances.” 

Despite his broken arrow 
rest, Cameron was able to 
shoot another 295 (out of 300) 
in his third round and help 
lead the United States to vic¬ 
tory. 

The competition, he said, 
was fun, but he also enjoyed 
the opportunity to share his 
love of archery with native 
children who had never shot 
a bow. 

“It was cool spreading what 
I know... what my father 
taught me,” Cameron said. 
“Not everyone has a father 
who can teach them archery 
at a young age. 

“We were almost like 
heroes when we went to their 
schools. It was surprising how 
good they were.” 

The trip was topped off 
when the Peytons and other 
Americans were treated to a 
five-hour bus trip to Moko- 
pane, South Africa and the 
nearby Shikwaru Lodge. 
There they enjoyed tours 
by open-air safari trucks 
where they encountered 
wild giraffe, rhinoceros, 
wildebeest, hippos, a possum¬ 
playing jackal, according to 
Grimes. 

Before returning home, 
Grimes said families were 
treated to another wildlife 
safari, which culminated 
with them being able to 
“walk with the lions.” 

Grimes said they were able 
to get “close and personal” to 


the lions and soon discovered 
that about three licks from 
a lion’s abrasive tongue can 
draw blood. 

“Those who discovered this 
wore the mild abrasion as a 
badge of honor,” Grimes said. 

The Peytons recounted 
their own lion experience, 
including getting “nipped.” 

“I got nipped by one and 
my father got bit,” Cameron 
said with a laugh, adding that 
neither was injured. 

“[The lion] bit me and 
came off, but my father got 
bit and [the lion] held onto 
his hand and wouldn’t let go.” 

“They were beautiful, 
though,” said Cameron’s 
mom, Holly. “The little cubs 
looked like stuffed animals.” 

The entire experience is 
one Cameron said he will 
never forget, including a 
chance to bond with shooters 
that until now, he had only 
competed against. 

“God has blessed me with 
what I have,” Cameron said, 
adding that he hopes to one 
day shoot at the Olympic 
level. “I had heard about 
these other kids forever, and 
had always wanted to meet 
them and get to know them. 

“Now, instead of want¬ 
ing to beat them, I see them 
as good friends. We usually 
shoot against each other to 
beat each other, now we’re all 
united together.”

50 YEARS AGO 
Thursday,June13,1963 

W.B. Cheak reported the loss of two cows on his farm on Bond 
Lillard Road. Lightning in a storm Saturday morning killed 
them. 

Miss Linda Burke, Deputy County Clerk in the office of Wil¬ 
liam M. Routt, resigned to accept a position in the accounting 
department of Lawrenceburg National Bank. 

Jean Cunningham, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Cun¬ 
ningham, filled her position in the county clerk’s office. 

A battery from a farm tractor and a number of small tools, 
valued at $40, all belonging to Edwin Hanks, were reported sto¬ 
len. The items were taken from a barn belonging to his father, 
Clyde Hanks, located on Wildcat Road. 

Thursday, June 27,1963 

Edwards’ Bologna was 39 cents a pound, sold by the piece, at 
Model Market. Ice-cold watermelons were 69 cents each. 

Col. Jesse Lindsey, State Civil Defense Director, had contacted 
Truman Birdwhistell concerning the stocking of the Tyrone 
Quarry with supplies as a fallout shelter. 

Birdwhistell said between $180,000 to $190,000 in supplies 
would be stocked at the quarry, to be delivered from the Lex¬ 
ington Signal Depot by rail or truck. 

Thursday, July 18,1963 

Mr. and Mrs. Herman Peach received word that their son, 
Jimmie W. Peach, had been promoted to rank of SP/4. He was 
stationed in Germany and expected to return home in the next 
three months. 

30 YEARS AGO 
Thursday, Aug. 4,1983 

Oscar Brown Sons, a wholesale business that had been 
located in Lawrenceburg for more than 100 years, was sold to 
Central Warehouse in Danville. 

Central Warehouse planned to continue service in the area. 

“It’s sad,” said Ray Brown, the youngest of the late Oscar 
Brown’s two sons. “I wanted to cry when I went up there the 
other day. It’s been a wholesale house for a long time.” 

The property was located behind the railroad, between Court 
and Woodford streets and had been a wholesale business for 
more than 100 years. 

“J.H. Rucker operated a business there and sold to Powell 
-Hackney, who continued until the mid-40s, when they moved 
to Frankfort. 

“About 1940, Dad bought the building and Powell-Hackney 
continued in the location even after the building burned and 
Dad rebuilt.” 

Prior to the war Ray and his brother, Thurman, operated a 
general merchandising business in New Castle, and when Ray 
went into the service, the business proved too much for Thur¬ 
man, according to his widow, Naomi. 

Thurman sold the store and he, two dogs and Naomi, moved 
to Lawrenceburg. Thurman’s parents had already made the 
move from Sal visa to Lawrenceburg. 

About that time Powell-Hackney decided to move their 
wholesale business to Frankfort. Ray returned from the service 
and the three men, father Oscar and sons Thurman and Ray, 
decided to start a business from the ground up. 

“It was about 1945, and a bad year to start,” said Ray. “Every-

thing was rationed and it was hard to get merchandise. About 
all we could get was spinach and turnips greens, but we finally 
managed.” 

They started with three salesmen; four truck drivers, three in 
the office and three in the warehouse. 

In the early years, the hours were long and included Satur¬ 
days and sometimes Sundays. 

Mr. Oscar was active in the business for about 10 years. Then 
Thurman and Ray ran it until Thurman’s death in September 
1969, when it was left to Ray’s management, even though Mr. 
Oscar lived until July 1977. 

Stores in a 50-mile radius were serviced by the wholesale 
business and some roads were not too good. The roads improved 
and the hours grew shorter... but the need to retire prompted 
Ray to sell. 

Tom Smith, one of the stockholders in Oscar Brown, said. “My 
relationship there with Mr. Thompson and Ray Brown, who has 
helped us a great deal, has been very good. It has gotten harder 
to compete and we thought it was a good time to liquidate. Cen¬ 
tral Wholesalers took over the business, inventory and most of 
our employees, so we think we came out really good there. Most 
of them have been ale to maintain a job and that’s important.”

A poker run orga¬ 
nized by two Lawrence¬ 
burg residents and held 
in honor of slain Bard- 
stown officer Jason Ellis 
raised roughly $35,000 
for the Ellis family 
Two Lawrenceburg 
residents, Kevin and 
Stephanie Turner, 
helped to organize the 
“Officer Jason Ellis Ben¬ 
efit Poker Run” held 
Aug. 24 with the assis¬ 
tance of Matt Schrader 
at Joe Hill’s in Bardstown 
and the Kentucky Vic¬ 
tory Owners Group (KY 
VOG), according to Poker 
Run volunteer Julie 
Woods. 

Kevin said he had 
been going to Joe Hill’s 
to pick up motorcycle 


parts the morning of 
Officer Ellis’ death. That 
morning stuck with 
him, Kevin said, and he 
and his wife Stephanie 
thought a poker run to 
raise funds for Ellis’ fam¬ 
ily was a worthy cause. 

Thousands of bikes 
showed up and raised 
more than $30,000 for 
the Ellis family, Woods 
said. 


Kevin estimated 
that about 1,700 people 
attended the event, and 
he would have been “up 
a creek” without the 
help of the Elizabeth¬ 
town Christian Motor¬ 
cycle Association. 

“I volunteered for the 
event, and let me tell 
you, it was huge,” Woods 
said via e-mail. “And so 
touching. I can’t express 


the emotion we all felt 
seeing all those motor¬ 
cyclist pulling in to sup¬ 
port this family.” 

The 85-mile ride 
started at Joe Hill’s, 
stopped at the Country 
Mart in Taylorsville 
and made its final stop 
at Jim Beam distillery 
where participants 
enjoyed live music, door 
prizes and food. 


“I think it turned out 
extremely well,” Kevin 
said, adding that the 
poker run was his first 
foray into this type of 
event. 

He said Joe Hill’s has 
expressed interest in the 
poker run becoming an 
annual event to be held 
in honor of Ellis, but 


perhaps with the funds 
diverted to another 
cause in the future. 

All proceeds of the 
poker run went to the 
Ellis Memorial Fund. 

“Just want to thank 
everybody that came out 
and supported us, and 
the spectacular turnout,” 
Kevin said.

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Emotional 
opening to 
football season 

S ometimes the first weekend of 
the football season is as exhila¬ 
rating as an 80-yard bomb, as 
deceptive as a blowout win or as 
jolting as an Andrew Jackson hit in 
the backfield.

Exhilarating 

That had to be the 
feeling around Ander¬ 
son County football 
after a 50-21 win at 
George Rogers Clark 
Friday night. The 
Bearcats were far from 
perfect, to be sure, but 
they did a lot of things 
right in beating a 
decent opponent Friday night. 

What I liked the most was how 
Anderson responded early. The 
Bearcats squandered a big opportu¬ 
nity when they fumbled the ball 
away well into Clark territory on 
the opening drive. There were three 
other first-half turnovers, but never 
was there hint of panic on the 
Anderson sideline. 

The Bearcats kept plugging away 
and got a huge lift from Ryan Mar¬ 
tin’s 36-yard punt return to set up 
their first score. 

By the way, I am not sure the last 
time a Bearcat had a longer punt 
return than Martin, but it has been 
a while. 

The Bearcats gradually took 
control and by the second quarter, 
there was little doubt who would 
win as the Anderson line estab¬ 
lished its superiority and George 
Rogers Clark had no answer for the 
Anderson attack. After the Bearcats 
wiped the butter from their fingers, 
a game that the Anderson coaching 
staff seemed genuinely wary about 
turned into a rout. 

Anderson also had to be extreme¬ 
ly happy with a defensive unit that, 
for the most part, showed why expe¬ 
rience matters. The Bearcats were 
usually disciplined against a team 
that ran a hurry-up offense until 
its starting quarterback went down 
with a severe concussion. Anderson 
only gave up a couple of big plays 
against a team with similar weap¬ 
ons to the ones that have tradition¬ 
ally given Anderson fits. 

Not everything clicked for 
Anderson and there are some things 
to work on, but it was a good start to 
the season.

Anderson County’s girls 
knew things might be 
tough on the soccer field 
this year.

Bearcats to host South Oldham in home opener

This is not the South Oldham foot¬ 
ball team you are used to seeing. 

These Dragons, who will try to 
spoil Anderson County’s home open¬ 
er, really are capable of breathing 
some football fire. 

Anderson hosts South Oldham, 
a team it has played - and always 
beaten - off and on for 20 years, Fri¬ 
day night at Hollie Warford Stadium. 
Kickoff is set for 7:30 p.m. 

The teams first met in 1993 and 
last clashed two years ago in the first 
round of the state playoffs. They’ve 
gone at it eight times, with the 
Bearcats taking all eight. There have 
been routs, such as the 59-13 shellack¬ 
ing in 2008 and the miraculous come¬ 
backs, like the 38-37 win in 2010 when 
Anderson rallied from a 37-10 deficit. 

But every time, Anderson County 
has won. More often than not, the 
Bearcats have done so handily. 

However, there was a culture 
change in Crestwood when Jamie 
Reed was hired to lead the program. 
Against Anderson, Reed is 0-2. In 
addition to the 38-37 thriller, the 
Bearcats pulled out a 33-26 win as 
their first step to the state champion¬ 
ship game in 2011. Neither game was 
secure until the final minute. 

“Coach Reed is one of the most 
under-rated coaches in the state of 
Kentucky,” Anderson coach Mark 
Peach says. “They will have our full 
attention.” 

One bit of evidence that Reed has 
changed the thinking around South 
Oldham was the school’s first-ever 


district championship last year. Actu¬ 
ally, the Dragons finished in a three- 
way tie with Conner and Cooper, but 
won the tie-breaker. South defeated 
West Jessamine in its playoff opener 
but lost to Cooper for the second time 
in the regional semifinals. 

South finished last year at 8-4. 
Along the way, the Dragons outscored 
Conner and quarterback Drew Bark¬ 
er, 63-57. 

The Dragons are 1-1 after last 
week’s 41-14 loss to Collins, but before 
the game Reed made some telling 
remarks about the attitude change he 
has forged at South. Talking to The 
Oldham Era before that contest, Reed 
said, “In our program, we don’t think 
anyone is above us. We feel like we 


can compete with any team on any 
given Friday night... We may not get 
as much recognition as Collins and 
some of the other schools, but I think 
our kids put a pretty good product on 
the field and they’ll be fired up for 
Friday night.” 

Chances are the Dragons, who were 
ranked 10th in The Courier-Journal 
pre-season poll of Class 5A coaches, 
will feel the same way Friday against 
the eighth-ranked Bearcats. 

“They are outstanding,” Peach said 
of South Oldham. “They controlled 
East Jessamine (a 30-8 win) in their 
opener.” 

South Oldham had to replace 
quarterback Jack Sherry, now at 
Morehead State and several other top 


players,but Peach says, “They just 
plug in the next guy. They are at a 
point in their program they just plug 
the next guy in to fit their system.” 

Senior Chase Lightfoot has been 
plugged in Sherry’s spot. Against East 
Jessamine, he completed 6-of-9 passes 
for 131 yards and a touchdown. He 
also ran for 72 yards and three scores. 

Win could be historic 

An Anderson win could be signifi¬ 
cant in the history of Bearcat football. 

After beating George Rogers Clark 
Friday, the Bearcats’ all time record 
is 327 wins, 328 losses and 10 ties. 
Anderson High School started play¬ 
ing football in 1949 and has rarely 
been at .500 or better all-time. A win 
Friday would put Anderson at that 
threshold. Ties were eliminated in the 
1975 season. 

Injury update 

Anderson hopes to have senior 
linebacker Huston Page back for Fri¬ 
day’s game. Page sprained his shoul¬ 
der in the final pre-season scrimmage 
against Mason County and watched 
Friday’s game at George Rogers Clark 
in street clothes. 

“We are optimistic,” Peach said 
of Page’s possible return. “He has 
responded well to treatment.” 

Senior Tyson Yett also missed the 
Clark game but is out indefinitely 
after an appendectomy during pre¬ 
season.

guys,” Anderson coach Mark 
Peach said. “We got down 
early and came back. 

“We had scrimmaged two 
quality opponents in Danville 
and Mason County and we 
were able to do some things 
tonight. We still need to cor¬ 
rect some things, but our guys 
hung in there in terms of 
really trying to execute what 
we wanted them to do.” 

Anderson won its opener 
for the first time since 2010. 
The final margin of victory 
was Anderson’s biggest in a 
season-opener since a 47-10 
win over Garrard County in 
2009 and the 50 points was 
Anderson’s most prolific lid- 
lifter since a 52-0 shellacking 
of Madison Southern in 2008. 

Junior quarterback Zach¬ 
ary Carmichael completed 
ll-of-20 passes for 214 yards 
and a touchdown. He ran for 
two more scores. 

Another junior, running 
back Chris Toomey, ran for 
a pair of touchdowns, while 
sophomore running back 
Ryan Martin, seeing his first 
significant varsity playing 
time, ran for two more and 
led the Bearcats with 76 yards 
on the ground. Martin also 
jumpstarted the Bearcats 
with a 36-yard punt return 
that set up Anderson’s first 
touchdown. 

Carmichael capped that 
initial scoring drive with a 
7-yard scoring run with 4:44 
to go in the first quarter. Joe 
Rose’s extra point put the 
Bearcats ahead to stay. 

Anderson had found itself 
down quickly. After taking 
the opening kickoff and 
driving to the Clark 23, the 
Bearcats coughed the ball 
up on Sam Lay tart’s fumble. 
On the very next play, Clark 
burned the Bearcats with 
some razzle-dazzle as receiver 
Brent Stoneking took the ball 
behind the line, then fired 
a pass to quarterback Luke 
Sharrock, who was so open he 
could have sipped an Ale-8- 
One before racing to the end 
zone. 

The two-point conver¬ 
sion failed, but Anderson 
had been alerted that the 
lofty ranking meant nothing 
between the sidelines. 

“The coaches told us to just 
keep our cool and play the 
next play,” senior Ross Cox 
said.

It took an exchange of 
punts and Martin’s spec¬ 
tacular return to the Clark 25 
before the Bearcats started 
clicking, but when they did, 
they became a machine. 

There were brief scoring 
marches, such as the first 
scoring drive. There were sus¬ 
tained drives, such as Ander¬ 
son’s next possession, when 
the Bearcats moved 81 yards 
in nine plays. Toomey did the 
honors from a yard out, but 
the big gainer of the march 
was a 22-yard toss from Car¬ 
michael to Bray den Russell. 

And there was everything 
else in between. 

Martin pushed the lead to 
21-6 with a 20-yard run and 
added another touchdown, 
this time from 10-yards out, to 
make it 28-14. A Carmichael- 
to-Russell combo for 33 yards 
highlighted that march. 

Clark had gotten within 
21-14 late in the second quar¬ 
ter, moving 79 yards in five 
plays. Logan Burchett found 
paydirt from five yards out 
but the score was set up 
when Sharrock connected 
with Stoneking for a 59-yard 
pickup. 

Clark would get no closer. 

Toomey capped a 71-yard 


drive, motoring six yards for 
a score, then Carmichael and 
Cox connected for a 58-yard 
scoring strike that made it 
42-14 and put things on ice. 

“We challenged the kids 
at halftime,” Peach said. “We 
were able to pretty much 
execute what we asked the 
kids to do.” 

The Bearcat line, which 
had begun to impose its will 
in the second quarter, was an 
irresistable force after the 
break. 

“We have one of the best 
lines in the state,” Cox said of 
his buddies in the trenches. 
“They were just awesome. 

Anderson passed for 214 
yards and ran for 216. 

Anderson contained Clark’s 
speed. Receiver Khamarkis 
Blanton, who Peach was very 
concerned about, caught just 
one pass for 23 yards. 

“They have a lot of speed,” 
Peach said. “To slow them 
down, you have to play team 
defense. Everybody has to 
mind their role. I thought 
Coach (Duane) Hammons 
had a great defensive game 
plan. We had a couple of 
breakdowns, but for the most 
part, we really hung in there 
defensively.” 


“We knew they had some 
athletes, but we have some 
athletes too,” added Cox, who 
was noticeably shadowing 
Blanton at times. “When they 
tried to get outside on us, we 
had to contain them.” 

Clark coach Steven Col¬ 
lins also lavished praise on 
the Bearcat defense. “They 
are very good defensively,” 
he said. “They keyed on their 
assignments and are very 
disciplined. You just have to 
block them. They have some 
big guys up front and they 
use their angles very well. 
They are very hard to get 
out of position and play good 
team defense. If you do that, 
you are going to be a good 
football team.” 

It was an assessment not 
lost on Peach. 

“We had six different kids 
catch the football and three 
ball carriers run for over 
50 yards. It’s about team. 

The offense, it’s team. The 
defense, it’s team. The kicking 
game, team. When we do all 
of those things, we can be a 
pretty good football team.” 

**The game was delayed 
for more than 20 minutes 
when Sharrock went down 


with a severe concussion 
with 14 seconds to go in the 
first half. Sharrock was trans¬ 
ported by amulance to Clark 
Regional Medical Center. 

“He definitely got his bell 
rung,” Collins said. “He had 
some stiffness in his neck. 
Hopefully we will have him 
back soon.” 

Sharrock’s injury happened 
just in front of the Anderson 
bench. “He got caught in 
between a couple of guys,” 
Peach said. “Certainly, our 
thoughts and prayers go out 
to him. It was one of those 
situations where he was try¬ 
ing to do the best he could 
and a couple of our guys were 
trying to do the best they 
could. I don’t think there was 
anything intentional.” 

Collins added, “They kind 
of converged. It was a pretty 
good shot. It wasn’t dirty. It 
was a clean, hard football 
shot.” 

Cox, who said he was one 
of the Bearcats who hit Shar¬ 
rock, noted that the players 
from both teams were con¬ 
cerned. “I just hope he is all 
right,” Cox said.
